Twenty-one Negroes and aj - 
white woman were arrested in 
Pine Bluff after they refused to 
jeave a hamburger stand, They 
were held in ‘jail under $500 
bonds. 

In Gadsden the arrest of 14 
Negro teen-agers seeking serv-| 
ice at a white lunch founter 
brought to more than 800 the 
total arrested there since June 
10 in anti-segregation protest. 

Pickets In Brooklyn chained 
themselves together at a con- 
struction site where, they pro- 
jtested alleged job discrimina- 
tion.. Police worked nearly an 
hour to cut apart the half-dozen 
chaified pickets. The demon- 
strators were among 20 arrest- 
ed in separate parts of the city.
